versally used within the last few years, 
there is a demand among tisosc already 
possessing silver toilot articles, brushes 
and yiimiar pieces for' a change, and 
there beinft no other adaptable nict:il 
except f?old, which is far too valuable 
for such use, ivory is found to Lie the 
lH-st substance to fully fit '.his demand. 
However true these' reason may be, 
there is no doubt that au impetus has 
been given to the sale of ivory goods 
through the perfection ;u manufactur- 
ing in recent years. 


Owing to the fact that iu former days 


ivory was turned out from the tusk to 
the nnished article within a very short 
time many articles used to split ami 
warp, while others, cuch as mirrors or 
brush back", often cracked by contrac- 
tion. Iu Uie manufacture of ivory goods j 
toO.ay. .such results are 110 longer to be i 
feurefi; because the makers uf the liner j 
articles, especially the Americans, care 
fully anil slowly make their goods, an 
hef<ire the article is linislied ;uad put o 
the market It is thoroughly seasoue- 
and has been subjected to all kinds o 
iiiinosnlicric and climatic eoiulitionF 
Thf uianufac-lurer today roughs out hi 
arricie .'Hid lays it away fur moaih.s be 
fore it p.ies to the hand of the polishe 
and finisher. In articles such as mil 
rors and brush backs spaces are 
allowed fi.u- expausioa and cohtractioi 
within thf frniup, so that no <s; 
can take place. 


The manufacture of articles from ivo- 


ry is as Interesting as it is little know: 
to ihe average user of the articles. Tb- 
ivory articles of commerce—that is, ih 
better articles. Mich as are sold by th 
jewelry trade—come from the tusk o 
the el'.-ph.int. ihe African elephants 
particularly those near the cijuaior, giv 
inp the best material for uianufactur 
in.Lr jJiiriHt^ey. Ivory is esseiiUaUy <M.JU!V 
alent to (Ictit.ine ami COKSCS froiy tlie 
pair oC upiier incisors, which in tin 
larger elephants ruu as large as nine ti 
tei! feet in length and weigh sonietimef 
:is much as 100 pounds. About half 
tlie tusk is implanted ir< -the mouth of 
the elephant, and tliis half is hollow 
tlie half outside being solid. In the 
young animal some of tlie protruding 
part of the tusk is also hollow, leaving 
but a smaller portion uf solid ivory.
